Z a Our apologies for the delay in publishing this list, also 
for any possible delay in shipping your previous orders. 
The season in The Netherlands was quite late, and bulbs 
were 4 to 6 weeks in reaching us which caused us to fall 
behind. Now, however, things are pretty well caught up, 
and your orders will now be shipped promptly. 

Don’t forget — It’s not too late to plant! We usually do 
not get time to plant until December ourselves, and one 
customer in Detroit plants her tulips in March with excel- 
lent results. However, if you are in a cold climate, and 
there is danger of freezing, simply mulch your ground with 
hay, straw, leaves, peat, or corncobs, and you 
will keep it ‘‘“open’”’ until bulbs arrive. Freezes 
are usually not permanent at this time of year, 
and we have noticed over the years here in 
Michigan, we invariably get a thaw the middle 
of January which permits late planting. Space does not 
permit detailed descriptions. See our regular list for same. 

Large orders will be shipped express collect. A special 
commodity rate makes express actually cheaper than par- 
cel post, and bulbs are automatically insured against 
freezing. On small orders add 15% if reasonably close 
(500 miles), 20% if over 500 miles, and 25% if on the 
West Coast. Any overage will be refunded.
